Phii.adrlphia, Sept. To-day, the 

day fixed for the o})ening cf the celebration 
of the (>)nititutlonal Ceiit«>nnial, dawned 
MgkA HMl olMr •ftir a waok ot tog, rain 
and IkrMlMiiac imthir. Tko alratlt war* 
orowtM at an early hour wltli tba hnadndi 
of thousanda at giiMta who bavai ooma to 
p«rtici(>at« in or witna« the eeremoniea at- 
tending the celebratiou. Visitor*, military 
and firemen have bAnn pourini; into the oity 
all day. The railroada hare been taxed to 
ttMir QtmocI In aooodimodating the orawda 
whleh an llocidBg Into tha «My. "Bfrnf 
lioMi la llUed to ovarflowing and loma ti fM 
gueata tpent last night as Lxtst they could in 
tmproTiaed beda. Every inch of space waa 
filled with cota and other means of tempo- 
reat to aocr iinodate the overflow. 
IIm lowest calculation places tbe number 
oC Tiaitftrs at^ 200,000. Nearly every stata 
and territory la repreeeuted. The buildings 
of the city, both public and private, are pro> 
fuaely deooratad with flai^ and bunting 
the city preaents a gala appearance. 

Shortly after 10 o'clock the t-ivic and in- 
dnatrial pageant started from hroad aud 
Dauphin streets and marched to Hroad and 
Moore streets, a distanoa a little over four 
miles, and then countermarched to the 
starting point. Along the route a continu- 
oua line of observation standi have been 
erected, aud these were filled at an early 
hour by tlionaanda who had paid for the 
privilege. Thousands ot others lineci tlia 
aidawalks while the windows of tbe build* 
inga and stoops were packed with people. 

North Brood street waa almost iiu|)aii.HabIe. 
8o dense was the crowd that h«l gathered 
in that tborout{tifare as early an 7 o'clock 
' and the effortu ot the police to keep a pass- 
age clear were alrao.t futile. This magnifl- 
cent thoroughfare bful been tranHforined 
into an imnienne ainphitheat«ir by \.h>\ com- 
bined efforts of the carpenter* and dtntora- 
tors, who had been buKily engaged through- 
out the night er8<'ting ami dtxioratitig atanda 
on both sules ot the Btre«t. There waa 
hardly a lioiiHe along the whole street that 
was not ilecorated with flagH and bunting. 
Many buildings displayed heroic statues of 
CViluniliia. Kiirroumied by tlng8 of all nations. 
Odd Fullo\ts hall had a banner a<;roas ita 
frout with tbe inscription: "Hpot where 
Franklin drew ligbtiiiug ironi the clouds in 
nW." Buata of Washington were mounted 
in front of soma boiuies decorated with the 
fTationat emblemn. 

TliH crii^li on Noine of the stands was SO 
groat that several women fained, 

Tliree triumphal arches span Broad and 
Chestnut Htreets. The principal one ia 
ertH'te«l in front of the Lafayette hotel al- 
inuut o|)(H)sile the main reviewing atand, 
which will be occupied by the presidential 
party upon their arrival Tbe other two 
arches are about thirty feet high. Ou tha 
summit of one are the busts of Waxhington, 
Lincoln, ( Irant and Cleveland. The deoora- 
tioiiH I lid', attract more than passing interest 
are those on tbe buildiugs of tbe Young 
.Miui's Demooratio a-tsociatioa, tbe Adams 
Kx|ireiui company, the Lafayette hotel, the 
I'nioii I.<)Mgue club, the Catholio club, tbia 
Bt Uoorge hotel and the newly organiaed 
art olub. 

The arene at the .;rand stand opposite the 
Union Lt'ague ciii!> house, on Broad street, 
was-a bt<autiful omv The stands on eit^ier 
side of Broad street were filled with people 
and tbe gay c<ilors worn by lailies aud chil- 
dren leut additional beauty to the souna. 

At lU:'^ a t«lai[ram flashed over tbe te m- 
porary teiegraph line, ooofttruoted ajong the 
route of tuA (irooeesioo, announuin|{ that 
the parade ba<i started. Juat at that mo- 
ment (iovernor Beaver rode np in his car- 
riage, and was heartily cheered. 

About U (Vclock the distinguished guests, 
the govemoni, foreign minister* and other* 
began to pour into their assigned places. As 
tha diifurtMit governors in passing to their 
places were recognised they were heartily 
applauded. 

The Constitutional Centennial commission 
was officially repreaented by Hon. John A. 
Easson, president; Hon. Amua R. Little, 
chairman of the executive oominitte; Hamp- 
ton L Canton, secretary; F. C. C. Brewster, 
Jr., corresiloiidiug secretary, and Assutant 
beoretary Black, who occupied seats on the 
{runt of tbe grand stand. 

Section A. the oentennial position of the 
stand, was reaerved for tha governors of the 
states, with their staffa Among the gov- 
ernors present were: Hawyer, of New 
Barnpshire; Briggs, of Delaware; (treen, 
ol New Juniey; Larrabee, of Iowa; Gor- 
don, />f (fuorgia, and Beaver, of Pennayl- 
vaiiia. ()\\ ttiis stand were also aanatora 
aii<l representatives in cong^ss, thirty-thrita 
oommiiisioners from the various states and 
torritoriss, the diplomatic coriM, tbe foreign 
fOnsula and invited guesta. 

Section B was occupied by the distin- 
guished visitors representing the varioiu re- 
ligious denioiistratiou* and |>olitical parties. 

There were three sections in the grand 
stand, the estimated seating capacity of 
which was 4,0U0. Two tier* ot boxee have 
been erected in front of tbe Bellevue hotel, 
directly in front of the stand. Thaea are 
beautifully det-orated. 

The head of the procussion, led by a cor- 
don of police on horsel>aok, reached the city 
ball, at Hroad and Market streets, ai ll:-i'J. 
There was a:i iiunieiute crowd of (leople at 
this point, ami it was with the greatest ditll- 
culty the police cleared a pu-Hsage. Tha otQ- 
^•r* suooeeiled in making way fur the pro- 
cession ill time to prevent any stoppage. 
The |uigeant went around tha west side of 
tbe city hall and passed the grand reviewing 
stand at Walnut streec. An Indian band of 
nineteen pieces and uine platoon of Iixliaa 
cadets, who iiiarchod ill ruiuarkably good 
step, was one of the features of '.he parade. 
Ah they pai9se>l the reviewing tlanj ttW/ 
were reiteatedly obeereiL 

Tbe civic aud iudustrial parade, illustrat- 
ing the advaucemeut of industrial arta and 
sciences during tbe century, ecli|>sed any* 
thing of tbe kitii ever known. Floats to 
the cumber of three hundred — each bearing 
a repreaantation of aome particular braaob

It could be dimly seen that each of 
the condoiiiiie<l men made ostentatiotis ef- 
forts at coolness and brava'lo. They took 
aeata at the cell doors and read newanapara 
and books, smoked oigara, an^ onqa MMft 
tbe bomb maker, whistled. ' ' "' 

Tha force ot deputy sherifl's who guarded 
all the approaches was increase<l last night, 
and thase were supplemented by reisjra of 
ouitormed polica All unknown to even tha 
curious pedestrians who peered around tha 
precincts of the jail, the streets and alleys 
on all sides for several blocks were quietly 
patrolled by detectives, who sized up all sua- 
pioious looking stragglers and kept a watch- 
ful eye on all little knots that gathered any- 
where in the neighborhood of thi< jaiL The 
AnarchisU of tbe city are so well known 
that iKiiie of t liein oould get thrOOgh NM 
outposts without l)eiug detected. 

Within Mic jiiil all was still as ibiath. Par- 
aons, apimreiitly worn out with exilement 
of the day, retired early. Spies tugged 
nervously at his thin mustache and wearily 
passed hiit hand over his brow aa he paused 
every ikjw at then in his writing, and threw 
down his ))un. lie snemad ill at ease, and 
his thoughts were evidently far away from 
las narrow celL Fischer and Schwab wrote 
steadily for hours, and Sam Fielden whiled 
away his dre&riiietts with a reiterusal of the 
crushing news that the morning had 
brought him. 

Chief Deputy Oleason vlHitnd the jail, and 
att«r satisfying liiinself that everything 
was right within, carefully iasi>ected the 
guards outside. The AnarchisU wore all 
asleep shortly a/ter midnight and slept until 
quits late this morning. 

Mrs. A. U. Parsons, wife of tbe oon- 
deniued Anai-chist, says m relation to the 
decision ot the supreme oourt titat she does 
not believe the people will permit what sne 
calls "this judicial murder." She says: 
"Theee man oould have been hanged when 
the jury found them guilty. At that time 
the world would have permitted it, but not 
now. The people of America will not allow 
it I have faith in the American spirit of 
fair play and justice, and that will uot allow 
thaae men to be hanged." 

"What if they are hanged any way f 

"Well, if they are hanged—" slie paused, 
looked out of a window, and tapped her 
foot ou the carpet, "if they are banged, 
why, the revolution ia ao much naarar at 
hand. And what doaa a tomlttttonlal oalfa 
for death. 

A reporter calle<l at the rusi(len(M of Nina 
Van Zandt last uight, but she declined to 
discuss the dncLsioa Her eyes ware red 
with weeping, and she appeared almost 
heart broken at tba news that her lover, Au- 
guat Spies, was o^iudemned to die on the gal- 
lows. 

"Miss Van Znudt has live>l very quietly ot 
lata," said one ot the neighbora "I think 
ahe has hml very little hope tor some timet 
I don't know what she will do now. She 
will Count herself a widow, of courai^ if 
the execution takes plaoe. If her con- 
duct ha* a a aniad against oommod sanaa,

Most roUad up bia aleeves and (irok 
eeeded to write an editorial addr«se<l "To 
tha workingmen of all oountriea" The edi- 
torial waa a column and a half long. He 
obaraoteriaad the judges who made tbe de- 
cision aa "infamoua and bloodthirsty foola," 
and tha Jtwy aa oorrupl Norambar 11 waa 
tha day aet for tba mardar of tha "heroea." 
Tba oayitaltHa wished to aaa blood flow to 
■ho# tba paople that they were tbe law and 
aoold do as they pleased. "Workingman,**

It was further in evidence that a relative 
of the accused had seen Mrs. McBride in 
oompany with the deceased at West Alexan- 
dria on Haturday afternoon, and on Sunday 
McBride's relativD drove to Dayton to moel 
McBride, and informed him that Mm l|a> 
Bride and Babbit were together. 

McBride, instead ot going to Greenville 
as be hatl intruded to do, returned home 
and spent Sunday night at the residence of 
his relative, near his owu home. Monday 
night at 10 o'clock ho went to his owu resi- 
dence, and from the exterior overheard 
Babbit and Mr*. MoBride in conversation 
in her bednjoiu, in tbe dark. Excited be- 
yond measure, he went to a neighl>or, pro- 
cured a double l«rrelled shotgun, returned 
and killed Babbit.
